We sincoroly hope tliat tlio to'(> ;;r,tpliic 
mlvicG of serious loas by a luountuiii tor- 
rent, whit'h sucUloiily burst ujioii tha 
town of Cliutun on lust Sabliath morning, 
may provo to he cx.iH;f,'i'rritoa, ultliough it 
is a source of great suti.sfiu-tiou lo loarn 
that no lives woro lost. Tlio ostabliah- 
ment of Mr. Foster, J. P., appears to 
have stooil ri^iit in tUo track of the tor- 
rent, the force of whioU may bo imagined, 
whoii it is Htalod that an iron safe, weigh- 
ing ilOO pounds, WHS oarriiul a distance of 
forty yards and (h.'positod with such vio- 
lence as to burst it open. The escape of 
the inhabitants sosnis ahnost miraculous. 
A similar oveut— but mm-c melancholy in 
its cluiraotor— occurred at the American 
town of Port An;,olos, just across the 
Straits of !• ucii from Victoria, in 18('.5. 
Tlio Custom- House ami sovoral other 
buildings \ver(! swept away iu an instant, 
by what was ilescri'bed by eye-witnesses 
iw a "wall of \vat(>r ijl) feet high," which 
rushed down the mounUuu side, follow- 
ing the course of an insignitiount stream. 
Four lives were lost on that occasion.

The 
residents of tho District li.avo repeatedly 
complained to tho Lands and Works of 
tho state of this bridge; but their oora- 
jjlaints.have b»en unheaded.

Natnraliasatlon- 

Following are ProviHions of the ]aw as 
applieid to British Coiuinbia:— 

2. In applying tho provision of tlio 
said Acta to tho Province of British 
Columbia, -whouover tlio Court of 
Qunrtor or General Sessions of the 
Peace, the Rocordor'a Coiui, or the 
Oiicuit Court, is mentioned therein, 
the Court of liko name or jurisdiction 
iu British Columbia shall be under- 
stood to bo substituted, and whenever 
tho Supreme Court of British Columbia 
aball be uuderstood to bo aubstitutetl ; 
and the Clerk or Chief OtHoor of the 
substituted Court shall be understood 
to bo intended vrhenover tho Clerk 
of the Court for which it i« »ubstituted 
is mentioned. 

3. The Act or Lavr now in force iu 
the Province of British Columbia inti- 
tuled "An Ordinance to assimilate tho 
law regarding Aliens in all parts of the 
colony of Britisli Columbia," Hhall re- 
main in force until the lirst day of July, 
which will bo in tho year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and sevtMi- 
ty-four; and every person naturalized 
under its provisions heforo the said 
day, whether before or after tho pas.s- 
ing of this Act, shall be or bcconio en- 
titled, within any part of Canada, to 
the privileges of British birth conferr- 
ed on persons naturalized under the 
Acts mentioned in tho preceding sec- 
tions of this Act; but, except as to sueh 
po' soiia and tlio rights and privileges 
then ac<iuirc(l by tlicni, which shall re- 
main in force, the said Act or law shall, 
upon and after tho waid day be rejioal- 
ed, with the exception of tlio tenth 
and eleventh sections thereof. 

OlTouces Ag-ainat tlie 
Person. 

A Bill passed during the present ses- 
sion of the Dominion Parliament provides 

as follows: — 

Wiiosoover commits tho crime of r.ipo 
is guilty of felony, and shall bo liable to 
snllor death as a folou, or to bo imprison- 
ed in tho Penitentiary for life, or for any 
term not less than Biven years; and who- 
soever assaults any woman or girl with 
intent to commit rape ii gnilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shallbe liable to bo im- 
prisoned in tho Penitentiary" for any 
term not exceeding soven years, and not 
lesB than two years, or to bo imprisoned 
in any other gaol or place of conlinement 
for any term not \c.f.a than two years.with 
o. wi.hout bard labor."

would bo bound in making their jiroTin- 
cial oppointments, to confine themselves 
to the selection of men from each dis- 
trict for tho collection of vevennes, itc, 
in their n^spcetivi! district.'!. How do 
their own argunujnts suit tlium wlien thus 
oitouded and how do the Ministry stand 
(ov co)isi.'.te/(<;/ '/ 1 shoulii say, loir ili>irii.' 
To show their inconsistency iu that re- 
spect^it will only be necessary to note two 
or three of their appointments. Take Mr

UST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Up- Country. 

Ci.iNToN, iJuao 1— Ono of tlio most 
serious disasters which has over occurred 
on tho Mainland^, attended by great his,t of 
proj)ert;y but fortnnaleiy no lives, visited 
our town this morning. 9 o'clock a. ni. 
A distant rumbling and crashing of trees, 
attended by yells of Indians, startled 
tho (luiotncsH of a Sunday morn- 
ing; butbeforelhcpeopieoo'uldf&Uy real- 
ize the inipondingdangoratorrent of water 
with trees and debris came rushing down 
Mill Creek tearing and carrying every- 
thing before it with resistless, force. Tho 
ruins of the previous 24 honra had so 
swollen tho small mountain stream ruu- 
ningthrough the town that it is supposed 
some jam of logs broko looso iu tho 
mountains. In its course it llrst carried 
away tho flume leading to Jas. Muir's 
mill, then next struck P. W. Poster's 
dwelling house, but in a slanting direc- 
tion,doing no damage save sticking a log 
through tho window, then passed to his 
warehouse containing aliout -10 tons of 
flour, grain and a largo (quantity of mer- 
chandise, carrying the structure across tho 
street against tho (iovornmont House, 
which being built of logsaud very strong, 
checked the remains of tho warehouse. 
The torrent al.so to A the side off of i'oi- 
tor's store, carrying away drugs, goods, 
etc., also nn ii o 1 safe weighing 11(10 Ihs 
Mr. Poster. J. 1'., was in tha store at tho 
time but fortunately not injured. Tho 
outer door of tho saio, which was oiien, 
wiiK wrenched from its faHtenings. Some 
idea of the force of tho torrent can be had 
when we say the safe was carried forty 
yards by the rush of water alone. The 
debris having taken another direction the 
dwuUings of Messrs. Popo, Wadlianis ami 
Hoey wore more or less damagftd by drift 
and lilknl wilh mud aiul water, the wo- 
men autl children b.trely escaping with 
their lives. The whole mass is lodged iu 
the street completely filling it up for a 
distance of 100 yards to a depth of 10 feet, 
goods, grain. Hour, furniture, otc, being 
scattoretl in all diruetion.s. Nearly lOO 
Indiano ami white.^ are at wcjrk witli 
teams clearing the street so as to admit of 
the jiassago of wagons for thi' present, and 
picking up scattered goods, etc. Mr. 
Poster, who is tho heaviest loser by far, 
estimates his loss at tfliO.OUO; Jas. iiuir's 
loss of dam anil flume 81H,00t); Afr. Hoey, 
§200 by water; Mrs. Smith'.s buildings 
are damaged to ttio extent of 8^100. Sever- 
al other families wore obliged to leave 
their houses, but will sustain but slight 
loss from water.
